wants to perpetuate itself, and that 
government ownership is its contin- 
ued objective.'So long as the govern- 
ment fleet was being operated at a 
deficit there was a 'disposition to ar- 
gue that the government had better 
get rid of the ships as well as the ex- 
pense of future building.

By several 
treaties with the government, name- 
ly, in 1S23. 1832. and 183". they ceded 
all their lands .in the state and re- 
moved to a reservation on the Yellow 
River in Iowa.

A scries of removals then followed, 


shifting the tribe from Iowa to Min- 
nesota, South Dakota and 
Nebraska. 


When the Sioux outbreak occurred, in 
18G2, the Winnebagos were in- Minne- 
sota but'they were moved to a res- 
ervation in South Dakota.

and suffering invaded the tented vil- 
lages and they were given a new res- 
ervation in 
northwestern Nebraska. 


From this place many afterwards re- 
turned to Wisconsin . 
"•Where 
formerly they numbered 


thousands, roaming the lands of the 
state in hords. they now total a. little 
more than one thousand in "Wiscon- 
sin.

come olt with a ban*;. Scores of radio 
stations were expected to flsht for 
their old wave-lengths. 


The Zenith Radio Corporation of 


Chicago was expected, for a while, to 
lead the malcontents and light 
the 


question tlirouRh the courts. 


ZENITH FOSTERS SUPPORT 


But Zenith did nothing of the kind. 


It publicly announced that the new 
law ought to be hupported. 


Other broadcasters who had 
been 


hit by the reallocation bowed as meek- 
ly a.s a Hock of sheep. 


WMSG announced that it would 


seek an injunction and then virtually 
dropped out of the picture, deciding 
merely to ask permission to file a brief 
as a friend of the court in the action 
of -station AYGL.

CHANGES IX LAW EXPECTED 
AVith the 
commission apparently 


victorious in the secondary stages of 
Its big job. speculation turns to what 
tho next Congress will do with the 
radio law. Some changes are expected.

AMERICAN LUMBERMAN, Chicago 
says: 


There are signs of increased activ- 


ity in the lumber market. Volume ol 
business has been running behind last 
year's totals, and around the Fourth 
of July there came the usual midsunv 
mer lull. Business men in general are 
inclined to be a little freer with their 
purchases now that it is seen that 
prospects for the second half of the 
year are shaping up encouragingly 
During the week ended July 9, the five 
large groups of softwood mills that 
have a standard for normal produc- 
tion, cut only 71 percent of normal am 
shipped an equal amount, but booked 
orders for 78 percent of their norma 
output. 
' A recent development of importance 
to lumbermen is the decline in interest 
rates for building loans, which wil 
probably stimulate city building by re 
ducing carrying charges for home 
owners. Country yards find farm trade 
improving, and are expected to enter 
the 
wholesale market on a larger 


scale within the next week or two. 


Demand for 
hardwoods is rather 


dull. AVhile bookings hax-e been fallin 
off, production in the South has been 
increasing, so that more 
hardwood 


was manufactured than was sold in 
the -week ended July 9. Prices 
are 


therefore somewhat softer, though the 
lowness of mill stocks, and the proba 
bility of enlarged demand during the 
next couple of weeks, are preventing 
any serious decline. Consumers have

WHEN THE AIR GETS THIRSTY.

C. — Scientists 


lave figured that approximately 16,- 
000,000 tons pf rain and snow fall up- 
on the surface of the earth every sec- 
ond. 
That se'ems incredible, upon off- 


harid consideration, but a little work 
vith a sheet of paper and- a lead pc-ii- 
_-.! will indicate that the 
scientists 


probably know what they are talking 
about, as they so often do. 


An inch of rainfall, translated into 


terms of weight, means that US torts 
of rain has fallen on each acre of 
surface. In the District of Columbia 
the average rainfall per year is about 
43 inches. That means almost 5000 
tons per acre per year — 4S59 toiuC t> 
be exact — which figures out to bu 
fcomcthing more than"13 tons per acre 
per day. For a sciuare mile, or 640" 
acres, the rainfall would amount -to 
3,109.760 tons per' year. '' 


But 43 inches a year isn't such a 


lot of rainfall. They have more than 
55 inches in New Orleans and 62 in- 
ches in Mobile, for instance, and out 
In Astoria, Oregon, they have had 
SG.3 inches. Then by progressive stag- 
es of dampness -we 
Colombo with 


SS inches, Rockingham Bay with 90. 
Bahia with 95, and Rangoon with 93. 
and finally we arrive where it is real- 
ly damp, in Freetown, Sierra Leone.

Paris, where many tourists have 
come to tho conclusion in untoward 
seasons that it must rain all the time, 
the precipitation adds tip to less than 
CO Inches for the year.

EVAPORATION* RISCOKDS 


AVhen the world precipitation runs 


to 10,000.000 tons per second and the 
process of evaporation keeps every- 
thing in statu quo. it is obvious that 
the thirsty 'air laps up. an- amazing 
amount of moisture from the earth's 
surface. Scientists have measured this 
with their clcvcriy conceived and de- 
licately adjusted 
instruments, 
find 


they

amounts to in various places.- 


One of the- most interesting studies 


in evaporation wa£ made after 
the 


overflow of the Colorado Kivcr in Cal- 
ifornia. in 1603. which resulted in the 


formation of the Salton Sea, a lake 
475 square miles in area in the desert 
region in the southern part of the 
State. Measurements made there by 
the Weather Bureau showed an aver- 
age evaporation from its surface of 
neai-ly seventy inches a year, and 
that many inches, be it remembered, 
make almost six feet.

Willys-Overland of Toledo, manufac- 
turers of the AVillys-Knight cars: the 
Falcon Motors Corporation of Elyria 
Ohio, builders of the Falcon-Knight 
Six. and the F. B. Stearns Company 
of Cleveland, manufacturers of the 
Steams-Knight cars. 


It is pointed out that when the 


xnight patent rights, expired in Eu- 
•ope last year, six European car man- 
ufacturers started to build Knight-en- 


ned cars. Although the patent rights 


lo not expire in America' until 3932, 
i is said that engineering departments 
of numerous, automobile manufactur- 
ers already are giving careful atten 
ion to this type of power plant with 
a view to adopting it. 


"The rapid strides that have been 


iiade in this,country in the last few 
vears in bringing about a popular ac- 
ceptance of the Knight sleeve-valve 
engine to a point where it is today 
•ecognized as the ideal motor, is al- 
most certain to prove revolutionary 
vhen the patent rights expire a few 
vears hence. In Europe where this 
ype of motor was first introduced, 
although it was perfected by Charles 
Y. Knight, an American, the manu- 
'acture'of the Knight engine was re- 
stricted for yea*rs to a certain few 
eading manufacturers. During that 
period of restriction the Knight'power- 
id .cars of European manufacture, 
gether with the American-built Knight 
ingined cars gained a remarkable 
popularity on the 'part of motor car 
juyers overseas. The fact that the 
Cnuight type of motor was immedi- 
ately adopted.by six European manu 
acturers as quickly as the patent 
ights expired, is a tribute to the high 
>osition this engine holds in Europe.
